Or was it the vote to proceed 
with the high school renovation 
project” This story is one which 
will have the immediate impact 
of disrupting schedules at the 
high school. It will also provide a 
completely renovated 
educational facility, to serve the 
town for many years to come. 

Or was it the ice arena, a story 
which still is in a state of limbo. 
Will it be built in Wilmington or 
not? 

Those were probably the top 


three stories, but there were 
others.

Three of the cars were 
found to have been stolen cars 
with phony repair orders written 
by a former employee. No 
charges were ever filed, but 
none of the cars have yet been

Wilmington High School 
received a renewal of its ac- 
creditation. 


March: Gary Hart topped the 
Presidential. primary — in 
Wilmington. The School Com’ 
mittee posted the job of high 
school principal, clearing the 
slate of candidates previously 
under consideration 
Wilmington, which had been 
providing Tewksbury with 
water supplies, gave a shut-off 
notice effective May 1. The 
Youth Ice Arena in North 
Wilmington announced that it 
would close. wild snowstorm 
caused extensive damage in the 
area, felling trees and branches, 
and cutting off power to many 
homes, Julie Stedman won three 
gold medals at the National 
Handicapped Ski Cham 
pionships. 

April: A referendum on the 
renovation of the high school 
passed. Incumbents won the 
local election, with Rocco 
DePasquale and Jim Stewart 
being reelected to the Board of 
Selectmen.

The annual town meeting 


passed a bond issue of $6.5 
million to finance renovations of 
the high school. The town 
meeting also turned over the 
former Buzzell School to the 
Council on Aging for a Senior 
Citizens’ Drop-in Center. Three 
drums of hazardous waste were 
found adjacent to the railroad 
tracks in North Wilmington — 
with no trace of leakage. 

An oil leak was discovered in 
underground tanks at 
Wilmington High School 

May: A mock trial was held at 
Wilmington High School, in 
which a student jury “‘con- 
victed’’ a student of drunk 
driving. The trial was taped for 
a special cable television 
program, “Under the In 
fluence.”* 

‘The oil leak at the high school 
was in the news, first as costs 
began to escalate, then as the 
tanks were removed from the 
ground.

Selectmen denied a parade 
permit toa group seeking to hold 
a rally and parade protesting 
work being done at Avco on 
nuclear missiles, 

June: The protest group, the 
New England Campaign to Stop 
the Euromissiles, filed suit in 
Federal court, seeking to force 
the town to issue the parade 
permit, After a hearing on the 
case, the selectmen issued a 
permit 

The former Glen Road School 
became the new town hall, and 
the old town hall and the old 
Whitefield School both closed. 

The oil leak problem at 
Wilmington High School wor. 
sened, with oil coming up 
through the boiler room floor. 
The school was closed for three 
days while this immediate 
problem was rectified. 

The School Committee offered 
to pay $30,500 of the repairs to 
the Shawsheen School septic 
system — if the selectmen would

bought the Harnden Tavern. It 
was there that he was to live for 
nearly half a century 

The third son of the family 
Jonathan, named for his 
grandfather, was born in 1821 
Jonathan, like his father, and his 
father’s friends the Kittredge 


family also became a 
physician 
Jonathan, however, did not 


serve an apprenticeship in the 
office of another physician, He 
became a student at Harvard, 
and graduated from Harvard 
Medical College.

Home for autistic 
children seeks location

A home for autistic children 
has been in the works for 
Wilmington since July 30, ac- 
cording to Housing Authority 
Director (WHA) Ken Dorrance. 
In an interview Thursday, 
Dorrance revealed that the 
privately owned May Institute of 
Chatham is interested in 
building a single family dwelling 
on three quarters of an acre in 
Wilmington. This dwelling 
would house six autistic 
children, with town residents 
having first preference, plus 
live-in doctors, nurses, and 
other help. 
Under Chap. 689, the Institute 
Iready has one home in 
Chatham, Peter Troy, director 
of administrative services, 
it has been “‘a significant help in 
the transition of children from 


the May Institute's residential 
program to the children’s 
natural homes and foster 
homes.

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The program is ‘an ad- 
dendum”™ to the other two 
housing programs underway. As 
a financial package, says 
Dorrance, it should be no burden 
to either the community or the 
WHA, as construction and 
maitnenance costs will be paid 
for with state funds. 

A lot location will have to be 
made in conjunction with the 
board of selectmen and go to 
town meeting for approval. 

Wilmington was one of the 
towns chosen because it has 
several autistic youngsters right 
in town. Also, the home could be 
built concurrently with the new 
elderly and low to moderate 
income housing and ‘Run 
paraliel” to the other projects, 
though the WHA will have 
“nothing to do with it” once it’s 
built 

Sharon, Hanover, and 
Lanaster are already slated for 
state funded homes and those 
towns have approved the plans 

Dorrance issued an invitation 
to the public to attend an in- 
formative meeting on the 
program at Deming Way 
January 7. Troy and several 
parents of autistic children will 
be present to explain the 
program and answer any 
questions Wilmington residents 
may have.

Viadimir Harkonnen, played to 
the vilest degree by Kenneth 
McMillan. 

Although Dune has a lot of 
visual impact, it misses the 
mark on both characterization 
and plot. This is more a flashing 
series of vignettes than a 
coherent film. We aré given 
fleeting bits of information, and 
never allowed enough time to 
build up sympathy for a 
character. None of the actors 
give especially memorable 
performances except McMillan 
His slobbering, obscene Baron is 
so unpleasant that one can 
hardly forget him, and being 
remembered is the highest 
compliment an actor can ask 
for 

It is too bad that director 
David Lynch took~on such a 
formidable, tangled project as 
Dune, because $45 million was 
spent. Although many of the 
special effects are captivating, 
others are easily recognized for 
what they are, matted shots

Children’s Hospital, Boston. Dr. 
Woolf’ makes ‘the following 
recommendations for child 
safety during the holidays 

Household safety. If 
youngsters are expected in a 
home as holiday guests, the 
house should be safe for them. 
“P‘oisonous household drugs 
and chemicals should be stored 
in labeled childproof containers, 
away from food and from where 
a climbing child could reach 
them,” says Dr. Woolf. Adult 
guests should not keep their 
personal medications in 
unlocked suitcases, drawers, or 
on tables within easy reach of 
children.

Pinnochio, a Disney cartoon 
nearly 45 years old, contains 
some of the best animation ever 
presented to youthful audiences. 
This fanciful tale is energetic, 
happy, and includes detail that 
makes medern cartoons appear 
primitive in comparison. 

The story is an old one, as it’s 
based on a 19th century 
children’s book by Carlo Collodi 
and tells the imaginary story of 
a little wooden puppet brought to 
life by the Blue Fairy, who must 
prove himself worthy of 
becoming a real boy. The sound 
track will have you whistling 
while you work. This is not sur 
prising, as Pinnochio won 
Academy Awards for best 
original score and best song 
(‘When You Wish Upon a 
Star") 

There is fine craftsmanship in 
each frame unlike those 
shoddy cartoons on Saturday 
morning television.

Driving. More cars on the 
roads and treacherous winter 
weather conditions are obvious 
hazards of holiday driving 
Adults can help by exercising 
extra driving caution and 
having children “buckle up" or 
use car seats.

Fire hazards. Decorations, 
electric lights, dried out 
Christmas trees, fireplaces, and 
candles all add to the fire 
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hazards in homes at holiday 
time. Electrical cords should 
be: out of the reach of children; 
checked for fraying; placed 
away from heat sources; and 
placed in such a way that they 
cannot be tripped over. In ad 
dition, electrical circuits should 
not be overloaded with extension 
cords. Fresh Christmas trees 
with needles that do not shed 
when touched are the safest to 


choose for purchase. , Once 
home, the tree should be 
watered frequently and placed 
away form heat sources. “A 
screen over the fireplace and 
attention to children who 
wander too near to woodburning 
stoves, portable heaters, 


heating grates, and candles can 
help prevent fires and burns,” 
says Dr. Woolf. This is a good

Hypothermia 


Hypothermia — The cooling o: 
the human body faster than it 
can heat itself — is the major 
cause of drownings year-round 
in New England. A victim may 
be shivering, unconscious, and 
even appear dead. First aid is 
the most critical step in saving a 
hypothermia. victim, who must 
be rewarmed quickly. The best 
way Is to place the victim on a 
hard, flat, sheltered surface, 
with head low and feat elevated 
Remove wet clothing, and apply 
warm, moist towels to the head, 
neck shoulders, 

Keep the packs 

warm water of 

degrees fahrenheit. Conduct 
cardio-pulmonary massage if 
necessary. Take great care not 
to move or warm the victim's 
arms or legs during the first 
minuges of treatment. This may 
caus® cold blood from the ex 
tremities to rush into the vital 
organs and cool them below the 
survival point. Never. give 
alcohol, which does the same 
thing. When no other heat source 
is available, warm the victim by 
direct, naked body contact 
Keep covers over you both to 
retain your own heat. Always 
get victim to a doctor as soon as 
possible
